GEORGE WASHINGTON 


Baltimore, Mr!., Oct. 2T—How is It 


that two of the most notable portraits 
of George Washington should differ so 
much in expression? 
An answer to 


this question, long a subject of debate 
among artists, is given by a professor 
at the Baltimore College of Dental Sur- 
geons, where a set of teeth, worn by 
the Father of His Country until 
his 


death, is kept. 


It is explained that the immortal 


George had two sets of false teeth, and 
that the "bite" of the one was quite 
different from the "bite" of the other. 
Thus, when. Washington granted a sit- 
ting to one artist, he had in his mouth 
the set thjit tended to elongate the cen- 
tral portion of his face, and apparently 
increase the distance between nose and 
chin. 


When the other painter was favored, 


the subject was using the duplicate 
teeth, which appeared to bring the nose 
and chin closer together. It is pointej 
out that the difference caused in the fa- 
cial appearance of a .person by teeth 
with different "bites" is marked, and 
was more so in the eighteenth centur>, 
when the art of manufacturing teeth 
was not characterized by the exacti- 
tude and finish of- today.
